KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 3 —Gov. Me 


Kinley's reception in Kansas City yes- 
terday was m the nature of a continu- 
ous ovation. From the hour of his ar- 
rival at the Union depot until he 
retired last night, after witnessing 
the Priests of Pallas parade, which 
marked the inauguration of carnival 
week, his every appearance in public 
was the signal for enthusiastic demon- 
strations, while at the hotel his rooms 
were besieged by republican repre- 
sentatives from all over this state, as 
well as from Kansas, who came to pay 
their respects and to tell of the repub- 
lican prospects in their districts for 
the November elections. In the after- 
noon he spoke to three immense meet- 
ings. At 5 o'clock this morning he left 
for Topeka and Atchison, booked for 
twelve speeches during the day. 


"What we have got to have in this 


country is a great patriotic policy, 
was the keynote of Gov. McKinley's 
speech at the auditorium yesterday 
afternoon. 


Long before the hour assigned for the 


opening of the meeting the great struc- 
ture was packed from the floor upward 
to the four tiers to the dome, while 
even the ventilating apertures in the 
roof were decorated with a fringe of 
human heads. Still the people trooped 
into the hall, and by the time that the 
governor's 
carriage 
arrived 
the 


streets on either side of the mam 
entrances were almost impassable. 
By forming Itself into a hollow square 
the reception committee managed to 
get the governor to the stage entrance 
and half way up the stairs, but here 
the throng -was so dense that foi? 
awhile it seemed that it would be im- 
possible 
to reach 
the 
footlights. 


Finally, however, with the aid of a 
dozen stalwart Missourians, a path- 
way was literally carved through the 
crowd, and the almost breathless gov- 
ernor reached his seat. 


Mayor Webster Davis was the chair 


man of the day. When he introduced 
Gov. McKinley there was a great out- 
burst of enthusiasm, the audience ris- 
ing en masse and cheering for several 
minutes. There was a repetition of 
the scene when the governor stepped 
to the table, and his opening remarks 
were lost in the storm. He spoke foi 
an hour and a half, dealing entirely 
with the tariff issue and the resultant 
commercial and financial conditions.

When 
the choldra was raging in Paris in 1833 
the report spread through the city rap- 
idly that the disease was the work of 
poisoners, who,the people were brought 
to believe, were tampering with food, 
wells and wines. Immense multitudes 
assembled in the public places, and 
e\ery man who-was seen carrying a 
bottle or a vial or a small package was 
in imminent danger of his life, the 
mere possession of a flask was sufficient, 
eudenceto convict in the eyes of the 
delirious multitude, and many fell vic- 
tims to its rage. Two persons flying 
before thousands of madmen, accusing 
them of having given poisoned tart to 
children, took reftige in a guardhouse; 
the post was surrounded in «n instant, 
and nothing 'could hmve prevented the 
murder of the accused men if two offi- 
cers had not conceived the happy 
thought of eating one of the torts in 
full view o* the mob.

into laughter, and the men were saved.
